A defiant Rep. Todd Akin dis- 
missed pleas from top Repub- 
licans to abandon his besieged 
Senate campaign Tuesday, saying 
party leaders including presump- 
tive presidential nominee Mitt 
Romney were overreacting to his 
comments that women’s bodies 
can prevent pregnancies in cases 
of “legitimate rape.” 

Akin, who has been frantically 
trying to salvage his once-prom- 
ising bid against incumbent Dem- 
ocrat Claire McCaskill, said the 
uproar surrounding the remarks 
was out of proportion with his mis- 
take — misspeaking “one word in 
one sentence on one day.” 

For the second time in two days. 
Akin went on the radio show host- 
ed by former Republican presiden- 
tial candidate Mike Huckabee to 
say he planned to stay in the race: 
“I guess my question is: Is there a 
matter of some justice here?” 


Hours before the interview. 
Akin posted an online video in 
which he fully apologized for his 
comments. “Fact is, rape can lead 
to pregnancy. The truth is, rape has 


many victims. The mistake I made 
was in the words I said, not in the 
heart I hold. I ask for your forgive- 
ness,” he said in the video.

In Tampa, 112 Republican del- 
egates met Tuesday to draft the 
party’s platform and agreed to stick 
with a plank that calls for a consti- 
tutional amendment protecting 
“human life"— a broad anti-abortion 
position that is silent on whether ex- 
ceptions should be allowed in cases 
of rape and incest. The anti-abortion 
plank has long been part of the par- 
ty’s platform, (the Washington post) 


Mitch McConnell, said Tuesday 
that Akin “made a deeply offensive 
error at a time when his candidacy 
carries great consequence for the 
future of our country.” 

North Carolina Sen. Richard 
Burr and New Hampshire Sen. 
Kelly Ayotte joined McConnell in 
calling for Akin to suspend his 
Senate bid. 

Akin did not drop out of the 
race by 6 p.m. Tuesday, the dead- 
line for him to drop out as Repub- 
lican nominee for Senate in Mis- 
souri. Now a court order would be 
needed to remove a name from the

Mitt Romney is starting to open up 
a bit more about his lifelong com- 
mitment to Mormonism and his 
lay leadership in the church, fol- 
lowing pleas from backers who say 
that talking about his faith could 
help him overcome his struggles 
to connect with voters. 

“Who shares your values?” a 
recent Romney ad asked — suggest- 
ing that the Republican presidential 
candidate was the answer. “When 
religious freedom is threatened, who 
do you want to stand with?” 

The commercial was the start of 
a broader Romney effort to empha- 
size values and religion as he courts 
undecided voters — in a nation 
where most people say they want 
a president with strong religious 
beliefs — to compete with Presi- 


dent Barack Obama. Romney invit- 
ed reporters to Mormon chapel ser- 
vices with his family last Sunday. 
And he has asked a fellow Mormon 
to give an invocation before Romney 
addresses the Republican Nation- 
al Convention next week. 

Romney will be the first Mor- 
mon presidential nominee of a 
major political party, and highlight- 
ing his faith carries risks, given 
that 19 percent of respondents in 
a recent Pew Research Center poll 
said they were uncomfortable with 
Romney’s Mormon faith. 

Even so, a small group of sup- 


porters and Republicans have long 
said the benefits could outweigh 
the drawbacks. 

Philip Barlow, a Mormon histo- 
rian at Utah State University who 
worked alongside Romney when he 
was bishop in Belmont, Mass., said 
that trying to understand Romney 
without Mormonism would be like 
“watching a football game with 
half the players invisible.” 

“It’s an essential strain to know, 
but it’s so easily caricatured, more 
easily than the influence of his 
schooling and his family,” Barlow

Court Overturns Air Pollution Rule 


Washington 

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit over- 
turned one of the Obama adminis- 
tration’s hallmark air quality rules 
Tuesday, ruling that the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency had 
overstepped its authority in curb- 
ing pollution from Midwest power 
plants too sharply. 

The 2 to 1 ruling by the appeals 
court represents a major victory for 
utilities and business groups, who 
fought the Cross-State Air Pollu- 
tion Rule on the grounds that it 
was costly, burdensome and arbi- 
trary. Environmentalists, who had 
hailed the rule as a major improve- 
ment over a Bush-era regulation.

Secret Hospital Set Up in Syria 


Doctors established 
hidden field clinic to 
treat war’s wounded 


Paris 

An international team of doctors 
turned a villa under construction 
in Syria into a secret field hospi- 
tal, spending two months treating 
wounded who sometimes traveled 
two days for help, a small group 
of physicians said Tuesday upon 
their return. 

It took the doctors a week to 
transform the home in northern 
Syria into a field hospital, accord- 
ing to Doctors Without Borders, 
the aid group that sent the inter- 
national team.

our presence,” Moller said. 

Katherine Holte, a Danish sur- 
geon who spent four weeks at the 
field hospital, said conditions were 
growing increasingly dire in Syria, 
and nearly all her patients were 
victims of the fighting — about 
60 percent suffering from explo- 
sions and 40 percent from gun- 
shot wounds. 

Although small field hospitals 
are sprouting up around Syria, she 
said few have the resources of the 
one established by the aid group. 
The hospital has about a dozen 
beds, a sterilization room, an oper- 
ating room, an emergency resusci- 
tation room and a recovery room. 
Holte said other, cruder hospitals 
around the county learned about 
the villa and soon started sending

Train Derails, Killing 2 in Md. 


Teens’ final tweets 
offer a glimpse into 
moments leading up 
to deadly accident 

EllicottCity,Md. 

They were seemingly ordinary 
tweets from two friends hanging 
out on a railroad bridge in their 
hometown, enjoying one last sum- 
mer night together before heading 
back to college. 

“Drinking on top of the Ellicott 
City sign,” read one. Photos showed 
their view from the bridge, their 
feet dangling over the edge. 

Minutes after those messages 
were sent, a CSX freight train loaded 
with coal barreled down the tracks 
and derailed, killing the 19-year-old 
women and toppling railcars and 
coal on the streets below. 

Investigators were trying to 
figure out what caused the derail- 
ment around midnight Monday. It 
appeared the women were sitting 
on the edge of the bridge as the 
train passed behind them, How- 
ard County police said. It derailed at 
some point, and the women’s bodies 
were found buried under coal. 

It was unclear whether the 
women’s presence had anything 
to do with the derailment. 

Killed were Elizabeth Conway 
Nass, a student at James Madison 
University in Virginia, and Rose 
Louese Mayr, a nursing student at 
the University of Delaware. 

The railroad is accessible from 
downtown Ellicott City and gener- 
ations of young people have played 
and partied along the tracks. The 
tracks cross over Main Street in 
the city’s historic district, accord- 
ing to the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Museum. 

“We grew up running on those 
tracks,” said Ellicott City native 
Bridgette Hammond, 25. “It’s actu- 
ally really beautiful up there.” 

Nass and Mayr planned to fin- 
ish college in 2014, according to

About the Train 

The train in Monday night's fatal derailment in Ellicott City, Md., had two 
locomotives, was 3,000 feet long and weighed 9,000 tons, officials said. About 
100 pounds of coal the train was carrying spilled into a tributary of the Patap- 
sco River, a major Maryland waterway that parallels the tracks. Maryland De- 
partment of the Environment spokesman Jay Apperson said much more coal 
lay along the edge of the tributary, raising concerns it could boost the acidity 
of the water or otherwise threaten aquatic life. An NTSB spokesman said he 
did not know how long it will take to clear the tracks, (ap)

The pictures and the tweets 
from Mayr were no longer public- 
ly available Tuesday afternoon, but 
police said they were aware of the 
posts and looking into them. 

A CSX spokesman said that the 
train was traveling from Grafton, 
WVa., to Baltimore. It had two train 
operators, who were not harmed. 

Jim Southworth, the investi- 
gator in charge for the Nation- 
al Transportation Safety Board, 
declined to speculate on a possi- 
ble cause. He said the train was 
going about 25 mph but would not 
say whether that was an appropri- 
ate speed for the area.

Because the Nationals

Washington 

The Washington Nationals out- 
lasted the Atlanta Braves in 13 
innings Monday. The game start- 
ed late because of rain and didn’t 
wrap up until well after midnight, 
which meant that commuters who 
took Metro to the ballpark couldn’t 
board a train home. 

This isn’t a new issue, and it’s 
likely to occur again as the season 
continues. The Nationals have three 
more weeknight games scheduled 


this week and eight such games 
in September and October, to say 
nothing of games that could run 
long on weekends. 

So here’s a quick rundown of 
how this happens and why: 

It costs Metro $29,500 for each 
hour it stays open late or each 
hour it is open early. This isn’t just 
about keeping the Navy Yard sta- 
tion open, because a fan could be 
going to any of the 85 other stops 
within the system. As a result, all 
stations must remain open and 
staffed, while all trains have to 
run in both directions on all five 
lines, Metro spokesman Dan Stes- 
sel said in an email. 

The Washington Capitals have

an agreement with Metro that 
has the transit agency stay open 
late during the playoffs. (Requi- 
site mention of May’s triple-over- 
time Caps/Rangers game.) The 
Nationals have no such agreement, 
though they did make arrange- 
ments for a June game against the 
Phillies, as reported by the Wash- 
ington Post’s Dan Steinberg earli- 
er this summer. 

A portion of this $29,500 depos- 
it is refunded to the event organizer, 
though this is based on how many 
riders enter the system during the 
extra hour. Metro calculates the 
number of riders during the extra 
hour of service and refunds some of 
that money to the organizers. 


The key thing here, according 
to Stessel, is that event organiz- 
ers have to make these plans in 
advance. The agreement has to be 
signed and a deposit has to be paid 
before the event, he said. 

As Steinberg pointed out in 
June, any baseball game could the- 
oretically last beyond Metro’s clos- 
ing time. It’s not as if the Nats could 
have predicted that Monda 3 A’s game 
would start an hour late and last 
for 13 innings. And they couldn’t 
have decided at 11:45 p.m. that 
they would definitely need another 
hour of Metro service, because the 
agreement and deposit are need- 
ed in advance. 

But the Nationals can sign an 
agreement and put down a deposit 
for a future game without naming 
the game in advance, Stessel said.

Prince George’s County police say 
they’ve arrested a person involved 
in a pursuit in which an officer 
was killed. 

Police said Tuesday afternoon 
that they had arrested an occu- 
pant of the car the officers were 
chasing. Police did not provide any 
additional details. The car involved 
in the pursuit was recovered early 
Tuesday in Southeast Washington, 
authorities said. 


Police found the car at about 
3 a.m., parked in the 4900 block 
of St. Louis Street SE, off Pen- 
ning Road and south of East Cap- 
itol Street. 

Officer Adrian Morris, 23, was 
killed Monday afternoon after 
his cruiser ran off Interstate 95 
in Beltsville and crashed into a 
ditch.

Police have said that the officers 
were following an Acura because 
they thought it was involved in 
an attempted car break-in at a gas 
station in the Laurel area.

Reflecting Pool to Be Open Soon 


Washington 

After 20 months and about 
$34 million of work, the new Lin- 
coln Memorial Reflecting Pool is 
being refilled again — for real. 

The pool appeared to be about 
one-third full Monday afternoon, 
and the National Park Service said 
that if all goes well, it could be com- 
pletely refilled by the weekend. 

But Steve Lorenzetti, depu- 
ty superintendent of the Nation- 
al Mall and Memorial Parks, said 
the pool will probably not reopen 
to the public until the end of the 
month. Sodding and other work 
were under way Monday. 

The pool, about 160 feet wide 
and 2,100 feet long, is one of the 
most iconic sites in the nation but 
has been an unsightly construc- 
tion project and off limits to the 
public since 2010.

Va. Tech working to 
regain its good name 
on special teams 

Hokies Football 

As he moved his way up the coach- 
ing ladder over the past decade, 
Shane Bearner would inevitably 
get the same question about his 
father’s football program when- 
ever he sat down for a job inter- 
view: “What makes Virginia Tech 
so good at special teams?” 

In recent years, college coaches 
have made annual pilgrimages to 
Blacksburg in hopes of discovering 
the secret. Former Ohio State coach 
Jim Tressel and former Notre Dame 
coach Charlie Weis each brought 
their entire coaching staffs to cam- 
pus, and NFL special teams coor- 
dinators also have visited. 


“They saw what an impact it 
made on games and now every- 
body in the country sees that, 
and because of that, you hate to 
say they caught up with us, but 
everybody has put added impor- 
tance on it,” said Shane Beam- 
er, who coached at Georgia Tech, 
Tennessee, Mississippi State and 
South Carolina before returning 
to Virginia Tech last offseason as 
associate head coach. “There’s no 
bigger momentum-changer than 
to score a touchdown on special 
teams, and I know teams saw that 
and emulated it.” 

But as coach Frank Beam- 
er embarks on his 26th season at 
Virginia Tech, he has had to face 
a new reality. The program that 
inspired the nickname “Bearner 
Ball” because of its penchant for 
scoring touchdowns via special 
teams and defense hasn’t been all 


that good at it of late. 

Shane Bearner, who was a long 
snapper for Virginia Tech when it 
made a run to the BCS title game 
at the end of the 1999 season, said 
the pressure of living up to the 
Bearner Ball name isn’t the issue. 
But there is no doubt the Hok- 
ies have been in a steady special 
teams decline. 

“I just think the way the game’s 
going, you’re going to end up get- 
ting more returns than blocked 
kicks, just the way the punt forma- 
tion has come around,” said Frank 
Bearner said, who calls the punt 
block unit “Pride and Joy.” 

Even in that regard, though, 
Virginia Tech saw its perfor- 
mance slip a year ago, averaging 
more than two yards fewer per 
punt return. 

Coaching special teams is a staff 
effort at Virginia Tech, and play-call- 


Not as Special 

During the 1990s, no team in the 
country blocked more kicks than 
Virginia Tech, which had 66 in the 
decade. Since 2003, however, that 
figure has been cut in half to 30 
blocked kicks, including only one in 
two of the past three seasons. 
Lastyear, meanwhile, the Hokies 
scored only one touchdown through 
a blocked punt or turnover, their 
lowest total since 1990. The Hokies 
also finished 2011 ranked 108th in 
the country in net punting average 
and 94th in kickoff returns. 

Punting Problems 

Frank Bearner never could settle 
on one punter a year ago, and by the 
end of the season, he turned to wide 
receiver Danny Coale. A botched 
fake punt by Coale nearly derailed 
Virginia Tech in its Sugar Bowl loss 
to Michigan, giving the Wolverines 
the ball in Hokies territory with the 
score tied late in the fourth quar- 
ter. In training camp this summer, 
freshmen A. J. Hughes and Hunter 
Windmuller and sophomore Mi- 
chael Branthover are battling to be 
the team’s punter. Bearner, always a 
stickler on special teams, is never far 
away during their daily kicking com- 
petitions, often standing just behind 
the action to add pressure, (twp) 


er Mike O’Cain is the lone assistant 
not involved with one of the Hokies’ 
special teams units. Offensive coor- 
dinator Bryan Stinespring learned 
this offseason that strategy won’t be 
changing any time soon. 

A few months ago, he 
approached Frank Bearner about 
potentially decreasing his role as 
part of the “Pride and Joy” team 
in hopes of focusing more on his 
offensive duties. If Stinespring had 
any doubts about how important 
Bearner Ball remains at Virginia 
Tech, he got his answer then. 

“He looked at me and said, ‘Big 
boy. I’m looking at it this way: You 
want to spend less time on the pride 
team, make sure we don’t punt,”’ 
Stinespring said with a laugh.

Life After Death 


The Tupac Shakur 
hologram sparks the 
estates of other dead 
stars to follow suit 


Music 

When Tupac Shakur rose from the 
stage in California earlier this year, 
it was not only a jaw-dropping resur- 
rection, but also the beginning of a 
new form of live entertainment. 

“Come with me,” the digital 
Shakur called out, not just to tens 
of thousands of screaming fans but 
seemingly to other artists. 

Follow, they will. Elvis Presley’s 
estate announced it has authorized 
holograms of the King of Rock ’n’ 
Roll, Marilyn Monroe’s estate has 
expressed interest, and there’s no 
shortage of other beloved stars 
whose fans would die to see them 
perform again. 

Advances in digital artistry make 
it all possible, presenting celebrity 
estates with new commercial and 
creative opportunities, but also some 
ethical quandaries. 

“I think we’ve scratched the sur- 
face with Tupac,” says Dylan Brown, 
a filmmaker who along with direc- 
tor Philip Atwell and effects studio 
Digital Domain helped bring the 
Shakur hologram to life. “If it’s done 
tastefully, like Tupac was done taste- 
fully, I think it could be a wonder- 
ful form of entertainment.” 

Reaction to the Shakur holo- 
gram was huge, with the perfor- 
mance garnering 15 million You- 
Tube hits within 48 hours. 

“You start to open up a whole 
new universe of legal questions,” 
says Ed Ulbrich, Chief Creative Offi- 
cer of Digital Domain, which is also 
working on the Presley holograms. 
“As such, we have no intentions of 
doing anything other than being

No Keys for You 


Too young or too old? 
Beware of roadblocks 
when renting a car 


Advice 




Gordon White is 79. Kevin Chang 
is 24. Both recently tried to rent 
cars but ran into trouble because 
of their age. 

White, a writer who lives in Del- 
taville, Va., reserved a car in Glas- 
gow, Scotland, through Expedia. 
After he finished the transaction 
online, a window popped up on 

n his computer screen 
warning him that 

some international 

car rental agencies 
do not rent vehicles 
to older drivers. 

“That just about 
floored me,” he says. 
“I can understand that some older 
people probably shouldn’t be driv- 
ing, but honestly, I am not one of 
them.” 

Chang, an engineer based in 
Chicago, has the reverse problem: 
When he called his travel agency, 
he was told that his car rental com- 
pany, Budget, added an underage 
fee. It doesn’t rent to drivers young- 
er than 21, and renters younger 
than 25 have to pay a surcharge. 




Budget is one company that places age restrictions on who can rent cars. 


When Chang picked up the vehi- 
cle in Buffalo, Budget tacked an 
$80 fee onto his bill. 

A quirk of the auto rental busi- 
ness? Hardly. Other parts of the 
travel industry, from airlines to 
hotels, routinely segment their cus- 
tomers by age. The experiences of 
White and Chang underscore an 
often overlooked detail for anyone 
traveling: Age matters more than 
you might think. 

The subject of age is a touchy one 
for car rental companies, according 
to Sharon Faulkner, the executive 
director of the American Car Rental 
Association. Companies don’t have 
formal age limits in the U.S. because 
they would violate discrimination 


laws. “But they do for the under- 
age driver, citing insurance regu- 
lations,” she adds. 

If you’re renting a car, it’s dif- 
ficult to get around the rules. To 
make sure you’re not affected, call 
your car rental company before you 
pick up your vehicle. When White 
called the rental location, he was 
told there was no age limit. 

It may save you money, but 
more often, your age will be 
used as an excuse to charge you 
more, or deny you a service to 
which you should have access.
